The prosecution won its most important legal victory so far in 


the trial of former Chief of Police John H. Neddenaan for bribe 
taking when Judge James G. .Quinn this morning denied the several 
motions of Nedderman's counsel, Peter J. Crosby, to throw• out 
masses of testimony that have been offered by the State. The 
motions and 'their denial consumed the entire morning session so 
that the testimony of Police Chief J. F. Lynch, which opens the de< 
feme, did not commence until this afternoon.

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BERKELiEY, July 9. — California's 


high school teachers, assembled in con- 
ference at the University of California, 
•were admonished this morning to learn 
the real essence of democracy before 
attempting to teach it to the youth of 
the State. 


The speaker, Dr. William Milhgan 


Sloane, Seth Low, professor of history 
at Columbia University, declared that 
few persons in general and teachers m 
particular, know what democracy really 
i*. 


"The American teachers," Professor 


Sloane declared, "have the faults of our 
nationality, including the burning de- 
sire to excel and for that purpose to 
'start something..' 
This age of de- 


mocracy has come to exalt system at 
the expense of man. for democracy is 
first of all a. state of mind and then a 
means to realizing it by system. 
Ths 


present/ day rage is 'teaching how to 
teach,' with contemptuous indifference 
for th« substance of what is being 
taught" 


Dr. Sloane Illustrated his criticism by 


an example of a teacher of history who 
sought to obtain volumes on the Eng- 
glish revolution. "I know how to treat 
that subject before my classes," said 
the teacher, "but I am rather busy as to 
•what tt is all about." 


"Many of us are exactly in the same 


state of mind in regard to democracy," 
declared Dr. Sloane. 
""We are solemnly 


"bound to teach democracy to sons and 
daughters of democracy, but we do noti 
know -what it is'." 


True democracy. Dr. Sloane de- 


clared, was nothing more nor less 
than tb.6 self-respect. 
"A sane dem- 


ocracy is very cobtly in money, time 
and thought, the most costly of all 
known 
forms 
of 
government," he 


said. "Democracy is not having re- 
course to the state for things at is 
your duty "to do yourself," he de- 
clared. "It is not measures and sys- 
tems devised to 
compel goodness. 


Compulsory goodness is vice for it is 
weakness. Nor is democracy social 
equality! Above all its most deadly 
foe is socialism and minority rule. 


"What is democracy? 
It is the 


palladium of liberty under laws of 
personal self-respect — respect in 
sharing both legislation and admin- 
istration; it is the protection of hon- 
esty of the family, of the church, the 
fetern judge of the vicious, the medi- 
ator betiveen 
selfish 
individualism 


and 
bloppy collectivism. "What is 


democracy.' 
Look about you in the 


present and in the past and what if. 
true and -what is enduring in human- 
uy is democratic."
